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Summary 

This bill appropriates $125,000 in each fiscal year of the 2024-2025 biennium from the general 
fund to the commissioner of human services for grants to organizations supporting parent-to-
parent programs for families of children and youth with special health care needs.  Specifies 
this is a onetime appropriation.  Specifies requirements eligible organizations must meet.  
Defines “special health care needs.” Requires grant recipients to report to the commissioner 
annually about the services and programs funded by this grant and specifies the information 
that must be included in the report. 
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
